to  the  Leahy  Act  and  Foreign  Assistance  Act.  Please  transmit  the 
results  of  such,  including  information  not  strictly  covered  by  the 
Leahy  Amendment,  to  Embassy. 

1.3.  (SBU)  The  proposed  training  is  the  Small  Arms  Trafficking 

Program,  which  will  be  held  at  the  International  Law  Enforcement 
Academy,  Lima,  Peru,  between  May  12  and  May  16,  2008.  The  name  and
